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1, In 1950 the following anti-Communist organizations existed in Vardar, 
Macedonia: 


a, iINRO (Internal Macedonian Revolutionary Organization) 


bo National Shipetar Demokrati, an Albanian Fosiem nationalist organization 
whose objective is the annexation of Kosovo and ietohnije to Albania. 


ec. Indjel, a Moslem anti-Communist organization 


dad. A Yugoslav faction which included both royalists and republicans whose 
objective was the establishment of a democratic regime in Yugoslavia 
which would include the territory of Vardar, Macedonia as a federal unit. 
This faction was strengthened by the Bulgarian Ber anenacn of Vardar, 


Macedonias during World Far Ii. 


None of these organizations were well organized and they had failed to draw 
uo a clear cut program of activities. These orgenizations confined them= 
selves generally to promoting propaganda although even this activity was not 


coordinated in different areas. 


During 1947 approximately 60 members of the National Shipetar Demokrati3 
organization rere arrested and tried. Four of these individuals were executed 
and the rest were given prison sentences of 3 to 20 years. Mahmut Dumani, 

one of the organization's outstanding leaders was confined to the central 


prison in Skoplje. 


3, Indjel, the Meslem anti-Communist organization was discovered by Tugoslav 
authorities in 1948, and approximately 30 leaders of the organization were 
apprehended and tried, Four of these individuals were executed and the 
rest received orison terms ranging from 3 to 20 years. These persons were 
charged with promoting anti-Cormunist activity and were accused of malnteining 


contact with the Turkish Consulate in Skovlje. 
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4o ItRO propaganda was oromoted in gymnasiums and universities by groups of 
three rerbers,. The hea quarters of the university studente’ brench of IMRO 
mae loented in Soni jees This branch had groups in the universities -in 
Belerade and Zagreb, The IMRO groups 4n Belgrade collaborated with an 
anti-Communist organization enlled Zleti Orae (Golden Eagle} which had 
members throughout Yugoslevia.s In the University of Belgrede there was. 
another anti-Communist student organizstion called Ziti Mrev. in the 
University of Zagreb students who belonged to the TRO organization worked 
with a Crontian antieCommnist student orgeanizetion known 468 Krigert 
(Crusadere). In Zagreb there mas also. a Croatian anti-Communist student. 
Usteshi organization. Altogether there were anproximately 4,999 


Macedonians in Zagreb.
